1 . Applicant's remarks filed 12/13/2007 have been fully considered, but do not place the 
application in condition for allowance. By amendment, Applicant has added new claim 13. 
However, as indicated on attached form PTP-303, "Advisory Action before the Filing of an 
Appeal Brief claim 13 will not be added to the record at this time because adding a new claim 
to an application after a final Office action has been issued is not considered a timely amendment 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.116. Applicant is advised that filing an RCE (see 37 CFR 1.114) including 
claim 13 will result in the finality of the previous Office action being withdrawn, and the 
addition of claim 13 to the record (see MPEP 37 CFR 1.1 14 and 1.1 16). 

On "Remarks" pp. 5 filed 12/13/2007, Applicant presents arguments asserting exemplary 
claim 1 is not taught by the cited prior art and thus is allowable. Chiefly, Applicant argues Lee 
('426) teaches scanning a main-scan area in its entirety prior to identifying a current scan area in 
the main-scan area, and so does not teach claim 1 , which scans a main document until the current 
scanning area is located in the main-scan area. However, claim 1 recites the inclusive 
"comprising," which allows that other elements may be present in the claimed scanning method. 
The fact that Lee ('426) may employ such other elements (e.g. display-driven user interface) 
when describing the pre-scanning and main-scanning operation of claim 1 (as detailed in the 
final Office action, 10/16/2007, and maintained herein) is not sufficient to distinguish claim 1 
over Lee ( 4 426). As such, the finality of the 10/16/2007 action is maintained.
